No Contract or Purchase Order shall be issued if a Protest has been filed, or if a Supplier has not obtained any 
required Tax clearances.

Rationale: 

The above request and recommendation is based on the ability to attract and retain essential personnel to 
staff the Ryan White HIV/STI Program of the Health Department.
